A Peaceful Solution of the 
Difficulty Arranged. 


REBELS SURRENDER UNCONDITIONALLY. 


The Isthmus to be Handed Over to the 
Colombian Troops— Political Offend- 
ers to Receive Pardon. .

PaNnaMA, via Galveston, April 29.—The 
final meeting of the consular corps, in 
conjunction with Admiral Jouett, Com- 
mander McCalla and the coatending 
powers, took place this afternoon, when 
the best possible solution of the present 
political difficulty was arranged. Aizpura 
surrenders unconditionally, together with 
his followers, and will retire from the 
city according to a treaty agreed upon, 
to be signed to-morrow. The city, to- 
gether with the revolutionary armament, 
will be delivered over to the government 
troops under command of Colonel Reyes.

UNLUCKY BALDWIN. 


Present Status of the Breach of 
Promise Suit. 
There are no further startling devel- 
opments as yet in the sensational Per- 
kins-Baldwin breach of promise suit. 
When the case comes to trial, however, 
if allowed to do so, it is alleged that 
some startling disclosures will be made. 
Baldwin was badly taken aback when 
the papers in the suit were served on 
him Tuesday afternoon. He was called 
into the office of the livery 
Baker Block, 
by Deputy Sheriff Field, who said 
he had some _ ve interesting 
reading to offer. ‘‘What is it?’’ queried 
ths rancherissimo. ‘‘Oh, a little docu— 
ment that I think you will be glad to 
get. Just read it.”’ Baldwin opened 
out the sheet, glanced at it, tarned 
turkey-color, staggered to a chair four 
feet away, and dropped upon it with a 
dull thud. He looked wilted. Great 
beads of sweut suddenly broke out on 
his face, and he drew his sleeve across 
his forehead despairingly, but said 
nothing. Then he pulled himself to- 
gether, entered his carriage and drove 
off.’’

-BRISWALTER’S 


ANDRES WILL. 


What Mr. W. Proposes to 
do With the Money Left to Him. 
An erroneous impression having gone 

abroad in regard to the disposition that 

Mr. Hellman proposes to make of the 

portion of the Briswalter estate deeded 

to him, a reporter of the Times rivet Mr. 

Hellman yesterday and asked him to 

explain exactly what idea he meant to 

convey when he said he would give his 


share of the Briswalter estate to the 
Catholic and Protestant orphan asylums 
of this -city. 

In reply to this question, Mr. Hell- | 
man said: ‘That is just what is wor- 
rying me. I never intended to convey 
any such idea at all—that I would hand 
over all the money to those two institu- 
tions. Of course, the orphans come first, 
and in the dispsnsing of charity they 
should not be forgotten, but my inten- 
tion is to make the distribution general 
and give some portion of the money to 
every charitable organization in thé 
city, without regard to creed or other 
conditions. In making the distribu-— 
tion I will, of course, give more to the 
orphan asylums than perhaps the 
other institutions or organizations, but 
my course will be guided by the needs 
of the beneficiaries. Now, for instance, 
there is the Sisters’ Hospital and the 
Ladies’ Benevolent Society, why should 
they be left out? Then, there are 
numerous charitable societies connected 
with our secret organizations. They 
should not be left out, etther.’’ 

‘‘Well, then, Iam to understand that 
you. propose to make this distribution 
general, giving to each charitable or- 
ganization of the city as you think iis 
needs demand?”’ asked the reporter. 

‘‘Well, yes,’’ said Mr. Hellman, ‘‘but 
not exactly as I individually think. 
You see I don’t want this money, and 
I’m not going to keep acentof it. I 
have determined how I will dispose of 
it, but have not fully settled upon the 
best manner to go about it. It is 
probable, however, that I will call to 
my assistance a number of the best- 
known citizens of Los Angeles, and 
together we will fix upon a definite 
plan of distribution. That course, it 
seems to me, would be the best one to 
pursue, and would, perhaps, give an 
equitable division. At all events the 
public will be informed of the distribu- 
tion when it takes place.’’
